Therefore he emphasized, 'how to 
organize- a durable peace in the world' is 
the question that determines the survival 
cf mankind. ‘It is no longer a tigure of 
speech.' 
2. In this nuclear age, the United 
States, with its awesome military power, 
must be predictable' in its foreign policy 
so even our adversaries will know in a d ­ 
vance how we will act. We must pull no 
surprises ' 
He was saying we cannot risk ex­ 
plosive tempers, impulsive anger.

Draw a map of the world, Rusk 
suggested, and see how it would look if 
we had not resisted aggression Iran, 
Turkey Greece, the Congo, Korea, South­ 
east Asia.' Had we not done so, he d e­ 
clared, 'it would be an almost intolerable 
situation' :or the United States and free­ 
dom loving people 
Our involvement in Vietnam is, in 
principle, a continuation of our 20-year 
policy of opposing Communist aggression' 
Can anyone doubt that the tide of com­ 
munism would rod over all the nations of 
the earth if the United States had not 
checked it9 
"In truth, most of us average Ameri­ 
cans have net fully grasped the horror of 
what a nuclear war would be, hence we 
do not fully understand the urgency of the 
nation's foreign policy, nor appreciate the 
conduct of it. 
"Too, we fail to view the full sweep 
of history of the past two decades to re­ 
late what has happened in the past to 
what is ha opening today, and to con­ 
template what might have been had we 
not acted as we did 
"It is a good thing that the folly of 
some does not prevail at the lev-I of de­ 
cision making in Washington."
